IRCMFTED BY THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE* S ASPIR AT IONS FOR PEACE, 

NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE, AND DEMOCRACY, AIMING AT ENSURING THE 
REAL RESPECT OF TH SOUTH VIET NAM PEOPLE* S R IGHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION, RESPONDING TO THE AMERICAN AND THE WCRLD PEOFLE'S 
DESIRE FOR AN EARLY END TO THE WAR AND THE RESTORATION OF
